German, Spargel. French, Asperge. 

As early in the spring as the ground can be worked, sow the 
seeds—previously soaked in water for about twenty-four hours, 
—in rows about a foot apart. During the first season the young 
plants must be carefully attended to. Cultivate between the 
rows frequently, to keep the soil loose and weeds down. Re- 
move all weeds in the rows by hand-picking. 'The second year 
the plants will be ready for planting in permanent beds. Pre- 
pare these beds by trenching to a depth of at least two feet 
and working in a liberal quantity of barn-yard manure. The 
beds should be about two feet apart and three feet wide, and 
three rows only should be planted in each, the plants being 
placed from 15 to 18 inches apart in the rows, or when large 
quantities are grown for market, the plants should be set in 
rows three feet apart, and the plants about one foot apart. 
This plan admits of horse cultivators being used. In planting, 
spread out the roots carefully and cover with about six or eight 
inches of soil. A rather sandy soil suits this plant best. Sow 
one ounce to 60 feet of drill.

Turkestanica is the chief forage in use throughout Central Asia, and is of 
the highest importance, since during the summer it forms the chief, and in winter prepared in the 
shape of hay, the only fodder for cattle. There are no meadows in certain parts, as soft herbs 
and grasses that grow up in early spring are quickly dried by the hot rays of the sun. The native 
Alfalfa would seem to be a cattle fodder that cannot be replaced in countries as dry and hot as 
Turkestan. Parallel experiments have been made in the Mery Oases in growing Turkestan and 
common Alfalfa under widely different conditions, and the results have shown that the Turke- 
stan is greatly superior to the common in the crop it yields, and is able to grow satisfactorily 
with a minimum supply of water, a supply so small that the common Alfalfa would perish with 
drought. Turkestan Alfalfa has a very large root system, and its leaves are covered with thick 
down. This, in conjunction with the deeply channeled leaf, enables the plant on the one hand to 
imbibe the moisture from the deeper layers of the soil, and on the other hand to exhale it in 
very small quantities.”

The turfing of large lawns is 
seldom resorted to now; it is too expensive, and good, clean turf 
is almost unobtainable.« Seeding is the plan usually adopted, 
and the one recommended by all good landscape gardeners. 
When practicable, the soil of the proposed lawn should be thor- 
oughly prepared in the fall. After the necessary. grading has 
been accomplished and the general formation of the surface 
established, let it all be again thoroughly plowed, harrowed and 
well pulverized, and finely raked to a smooth, even surface—as 
smooth as possible, and firm; not only that, but alike compact 
in every spot, to-prevent unequal settling. This may be accom- 
plished by treading down and again filling up to grade where 
necessary. Scatter over the surface of the ground, if some- 
what poor, a coating of rich, well-rotted manure, and let it re- 
main all winter. In the spring remove the manure, and again 
rake the ground smooth and even and sow on the seed. Finish 
off by rolling with a moderately heavy roller, or by patting to 
an even surface with the back of a spade. This firms the seed 
bed and helps greatly to retain the surface moisture, thereby

We are always disposed to advocate a 
liberal quantity, for the simple reason that as the seed is but a 
very small item of the expense of making a lawn and as it is 
always desirable to have a thick, close turf as soon as possible, 
it is advisable to sow thickly. With thick sowing Wwe can ac- 
complish in one season what with thin sowing may take two or 
three seasons, or even longer, to the bitter disappointment of 
the owner.

USEFUL HINTS ON SOWING FLOWER SEEDS. 


Many of the failures which occur in the sowing of the very small seeded varieties of Flower Seeds happen often through 
- covering too deeply—washing out by too heavy watering—or omitting to water in time, in which case they dry off or shrivel up. 
{ The most successful way is to sow the seeds in shallow earthenware seed pans or wooden boxes 2 or 3 inches in depth, par- 
tially filling the bottom part with broken pots, ashes or small stones, to provide drainage; fill to within half-inch of the rim 
| with finely-sifted soil, which press down firm and level (it is a good plan to thoroughly soak with water say the day before 
sowing), scattering evenly over the surface, cover with soil to three or four times the depth of the seed you are sowing, the 
very fine seed should only be pressed down with a board. After sowing cover with a sheet of glass or a wetted sheet of paper 
until seedlings come through the ground, after which remove the glass or at least enough to admit fresh air, otherwise your seed- 
| lings will damp or rot off. As soon as they can be handled, transplant into similar boxes 1 to 2 inches apart, and when large 
enough put in the positions where they are wanted to flower. This additional trouble will well repay the amateur by the in- 
creased blooming period it gives to such seeds as Asters, Heliotrope, Lobelia, Salvia and Verbena. Sweet Alyssum, Asters, Nas- 
turtiums and all Hardy Annuals may be sown where they are intended to flower, thinning out where they come up too thickly 
| to at least 4 inches apart and over, according to the size of the plant. All Hardy Perennials can be sown outdoors in May or 
| June and transplanted as described above to the situation they are intended to flower in—protecting during winter with a cov- 
ering of leaves or manure, or if desired to flower earlier sow indoors early in spring. E

HINTS ON SWEET PEA CULTURE. 


DOWNWT expect Sweet Peas to thrive in soil 
too poor for any other plants, or in a 
sunless location. They need, as nearly 
as possible, a free clay loam, moderately 
rich and freely cultivated. 


DON’T overfeed. With a view to obtaining 
vigorous growth and profusion of bloom, 
bone meal is the best fertilizer. 

DON’T sow too shallow. Plant the seeds 
not less than two inches deep, and as the 
plants become established bank the soil 
against them, repeating this two or three 
times throughout the season. 

DON’S gather blooms grudgingly. The 
more you cut the longer the vine will 
continue to flower. Remember, when 
they go to seed Sweet Peas will cease 
flowering. 

DON’T water so as to only slightly sprin- 
kle or wet the surface of the ground. 
When you water, see that it soaks thor- 
_oughly into the ground for at least 6 
inches.
